Victor in Great Race 


from Zurich. 


LANDS IN POLAND; 


POLICE GET HIM 


Trying Voyage of 600 Miles 


in Air Brings Cup to 


United States.

Zurich, Oct. 6.—The international 


balloon race for the Gordon Bennett 
cup has been .won by Edward W. Mix, 
the American aeronaut, of Columbus, 
O.. who will take the cup back to this 
L'nlted States. 


Mr. Mix landed north of Warsaw in 


Prussian Poland at 3 o'clock Tuesday 
morning. Me has won with plenty of 
time to spare from 
Alfred LcBlnnc, 


the French pilot, his companion in the 
St. Louis race of 1907, who came down 
at Kubln, Hungary, Monday afternoon. 
The first news of Mr. Mix's landing 
wag conveyed in a personal dispatch to 
the Associated Press dated Ostrolenka. 


In Hands of Police. 


The aeronaut said: 
"I landed in tho midst of a large pine 


tree In the forest of Gutova, west of 
Ostrolenka and north o£ Warsaw, at 3 
o'clock Tuesday morning. I encoun- 
tered a heavy rain. My ballast was 
exhausted 
when I came 
down. At 


present I am in the hands of the po- 
lice, but all Is going well. 


"I had bad weather Sunday night. 


It was cloudy and rain fell and I used 
halt my ballast before morning. Tho 
weather was so thick that it was Im- 
possible to locate my position, except 
for one hour south of Prague, and a 
star observation I took at 
latitude 


51.45.1 and longitude 10.0.3S." 


It is evident from Mr. Mix's mes- 


sage that in spite ot the discourage- 
ment of drifting onward without know- 
ing his location, the American aeronaut 
husbanded his ballast and 
kept his 


balloon afloat until tho last ounce of 
sand was gone. He made his journey 
through fog and blinding rain storms 
which compelled all the other pilots to 
descep-3. 
\ 


Messner's Chilly Time. 


After crossing the Swiss and the 


Austrian Alps, Captain Messner, one 
of the .Swiss'Pilots,, reported that his 
clothes were covered with ice to a 


;"i-thickness .of-half .an inch—TMessner 


"reached an altitude or 18,000 feet. 


Of the division of balloons which 


were carried more to the southward, 
LeBlanc,- one 'of the 'Belgian pilots, 
reached the farthermost point. He de- 
scended in the foothills of the 
Car- 


pathian mountains, being 
forced 
to 


abandon his balloon owing to an acci- 
dent upon landing. LeBlanc covered 
a distance estimated at 1,015 kilome- 
ters (630.31 miles). Messner's distance 
-was about the same as LeBlanc's, and 


. Colonel Schaeck, a Swiss entrant, cov- 


ered 795 kilometers (493.G9 miles). The 
others .covered lesser distances.

1,403 kilometers 


(821 miles) made 'from 
St. Louis in 


1907, which Is the longest flight made 
in an international race, although be- 
hind Count De La Vaulx's record trip 
to southern Russia. 


It is possible that Mr. Mix by jock- 


eying was able .to reach a more north- 
erly current of air and that after he 
passed to the south of Prague' he con- 
tinued to the pol nt where he landed 
north of Warsaw. He is the only con- 
testant to cross the Russian frontier.

Thirty-Two Men Perished 


in Mine Explosion in 


British Columbia. 


Ladysmith, • B. C., Oct. 6.—Of 
the 


thirty-two miners who lost their lives 
yesterday la the extension mine 'of the 
Wellington! colliery company near'here 
as a result of an explosion of fire 
damp, eighteen bodies had been re- 
covered today. 
There is no flro in 


the mine. It !s expected that' work 
will be resumed in less than a week. 
The mine, has a daily 'output of' four- 
teen hundred tons. 
"• 


Sixty miners were -entombed by the 


explosion but 25 of them were rescued, 
all badly injured. 


The shock was terrific, but its effect 


was confined to the slops wherein it 
occurred. All of the men In the other 
slopes and levels escaped. 
. ' Fifty men were engaged in rescue 
work. 
Hundreds' of Inhabitants and 


miners volunteered aid but the nature 
of the rescue' work precluded more 
than fifty being engaged. 


The explosion was due to fire damp, 


the .timbers in two, levels at once, ig- 
niting and, the fire spreading with 
great rapidity. 


Residents of Nanaimo were prevent- 


ed from going to Extension, -whore the 
disaster occurred, and only rescuers, 
miners and officials are on the scene. 


The men employed in the colleries 


on Van Couver island are of tho bet- 
ter class of British miners. 
All are 


well paid and have comfortable homes. 


The Wellington colliery company; 


which owns the Extension mine is con- 
troled;by British' Columbia capitalists. 
Lieut. Governor James Dunsmuir be- 
ing the head of the corporation. 


St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 6.—Balloon St. 


Louis, No. 3, is reported to have pass- 
ed over St. Cloud. Minn., at 8 a. m. 
today. The balloon was close to the 
earth and the pilots called out the 
number to the people below. 


The .balloon contained two men and 


came from the direction -of North- 
western Iowa. It was sailing toward 
the northeast in a direct line toward 
Duluth, which is about 150 miles dis- 
tant. 


The course of the Indiana, reported 


from Renville, indicates that this bal- 
loon is following the St. Louis, No. 3 
and -was about 65. miles behind the 
latter when

Albany, N. T., ' Oct. 6.—Contending 


that his commitment to the Mattea- 
wan state hospital for the criminal In- 
sane was illegal, the fight to secure 
the liberty of Harry K. Thaw, who was 
charged with the murder of Stanford 
-White in June, 1906, and finally ac- 
quitted on the ground that he was In- 
sane when the^act was committed, was 
resumed today' before the court of ap- 
peals on an appeal from an order of 
Justice Mills of White Plains, denying 
a writ of habeas corpus and refusing 
to release Thaw. The appellate divi- 
sion, second department, affirmed tho 
order, Justice Gaynor dissenting. 


Thaw's counsel, Charles Morschau- 


ser, contended .that the committment 
was made under an act. which is un- 
constitutional in that it deprived Thaw 
of liberty without due process of law. 
He held that Thaw was committed to 
a. criminal institution after he had 
been acquitted and that he is not now 
under a criminal charge. It was fur- 
ther contended that Thaw was entitled 
to have a jury pass upon his mental 
condition and that he is sane now.

this country. But the goverment holds 
that the Heggia is one of the king- 
dom's monuments and relics and so it 
was Impossible to accept the Ameri- 
can's offer. Of course, this huge work 
of art could not be taken out of the 
country, but Its sale -would have vio- 
lated in a sense the law -which for- 
bids the gale' o£ antiquities to for- 
eigners. 


The Reggla, which dates from 1302, 


contains 600 rooms and has an exten- 
sive frontage on the lower lake at 
Mantua, It has filled a large space In 
Italian history. 
During the epoch of 


the Gonzagas it was the center of cul- 
ture, the arts and sciences, and there 
the most renewed artists, scholars and 
scientists found hospitality and finan- 
cial aid if they needed it. 


Miss Morgan, the financier's daugh- 


ter, who has toured Italy often, -study- 
Ing all periods and schools of Italian 
art strongly urged her father "to buy 
the Reggla, it is said here. She paid 
a. long visit to Mantua, and was great- 
ly 'impressed with the place where 
Isabella d'Este, the most gifted wo- 
man of tho Italian renaissance, held 
her famous court.

The original splendor of the palace 


Is best preserved in the apartments..of 
Isabella d'Este, which were decorated 
by Geulio Romano, Raphael's greatest 
pupil. The frescoes on the ceilings of 
these apartments were done byAndora 
Mategua. A hundred and fifty -years 
later .Rubens visited the Mantua court 
and contributed to the decorations of 
the palace.

Thomas Campbell, father of Alexander 
Campbell, September 7th, 1803, which 
was the first and only publication ot 
"The Christian Association of Wash- 
ington, Pa.," an organization com- 
posed-of members of different churches 
bent on Christian union and mission- 
ary propaganda. 
Their first church 


was organized In 1811, at Brush Run, 
Washington Co., Pa., but the year be- 
fore friends of theirs had established 
one in New York city and in 1803 Bar- 
ton W. Stone, who in 1832 formed a 
coalition with the Campbells, had talc- 
en the same position in Kentucky. 
These foregleams were to the declara- 
tion and address what the Mecklen- 
burg Declaration and the Boston Tea 
Party were to Thomas Jefferson's Im- 
mortal document of July 4th, 1776. 


From 1813 to 1829 the 
Campbells 


were connected with the Baptists. But 
having been received without endors- 
ing tho Philadelphia Confession 
of 


Faith and evincing no disposition to 
conform to its tenets their relation 
with the regular ministers of the de- 
nomination was increasingly strained 
Originally the Campbells, Stone and 
Walter Scott, who soon became a man 
of might in the movement, were Pres- 
byterians, either Seceder (now Unit- 
ed), or regular. 


The Disciples have grown westward 


with the progress of the nation. 
In 


the United States they rank 
sixth 


numerically among religious bodies. 
In Missouri they are first and nearly 
or quite so in Kentucky, Indiana -and 
Oklahoma. 
Throughout the 
upper 


Mississippi valley. their influence is 
proportionate to their membership and 
they are enlisted aggressively In the 
cause of prohibition and 
other re- 


forms. 


Pleading from the first for Christian 


union and Insisting that the abandon- 
ment of human creeds, denomination- 
al names and post-apostolic authority 
and restoring the primitive church. Just 
as the apostles left it would give at. 
once union, liberty and truth, they 
seemed to be only 'adding confusion to 
the sectarian strife of the day.

Judge Kohlsaat dismissed the bill 
of H. H. ShufTelt & Co., praying an In- 
junction against the collection of a 
revenue tax on the manufacture of 
raisin wine. The internal revenue of- 
ficials against whom a temporary in- 
junction had been issued were assured 
that the large distillers would work in 
harmony with them. Under the reve- 
nue regulations there Is no lax on the 
manufacture of wine. What Is known 
to the trade as "raisin wine" is a fer- 
mentation 
of glucore and " raisins, 


which it is alleged enters into th« 
manufacture of sweet cordials as a 
substitute for distilled alcohol which 
is subject to a tax.
